At the last sesslon of the Board. on 
the 14th inst., it was voted to build 
some glass houses at San Gabriel for 
the pur of colonizing the vedolia 
cardinalis, the enemy of the scale bug.

be renewed, the Board have concluded 
te keep a fast hold on what we possess 
now.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


An Important Meeting Held 


Last Night. 


THE CITY'S WATER SUPPLY. 


Health Officer MacGowan's Report 
on the Citizens’ Company's 
Ditch—Immediate Re- 
lief Demanded. 


Last night at 8 o’clock the Board of 
Health met in the Mayor’s office for 
the purpose of attending to regular 
business and also to hear the report of 
committees on the 2 of the 
water ditch along the ba of the 
Los Angeles River through the Los 
Felis ranch. There were several mem- 


vers of the Citizens’ Water Committee 


present, and they took an active part 
in the meeting. Several gentlemen 
stated, before the meeting was called 
to order, in an informal way, that the 
water from the Citizens’ Water Com- 
pany’s Works is worse this year than 
ever before. 

On motion, Dr. Hagan took the chair 
and Clerk Robiuson read the minutes 
of the last meeting, which were ap- 
proved. 

The Health Officer stated that he has 
examined the carpet-cleaning machine 
near the Alpiue-street school, and the 
Owners have promised to so arrange 
the machine that the dust will not 
trouble the school children. Dr. Mac- 
Gowan also stated in his report that 
the streets can be swept ata much 
cheaper rate than they have been. He 
objected to the system of watering the 
paved streets just before they 
are swept. He stated that he has 
visited the beds of the California Fer- 
tilizing Company and he failed to find 
that a nuisance exists. It is not a 
pleas -nt sight to look upon, but it is 
not injurious to health. He looks on 
the enterprise as beneficial to the city. 
as the company gather manure from 
all over the city and there are no com- 
plaints now, whereas there were nu- 
merous complaints before the 
company was organized. The Health 
Officer then took up the citizens’ 
water works question and stated 
that on last Satnrday he and Mr. Mc 
Ginrgis of the Citizens’ Committee, 
madeatrip on horseback along the 
whole length of the Citizens’ ditch and 
made a careful examination. They 
found the receiving reservoir at Ivanhoe 
in rather a bad condition. It is full of 
= and needs cleaning. He was 

ld by the man in charge of the reser- 


voir that it was cleaned only a short 


time ago, but the moss and grass grows 
fapidly. It is an open reservoir. 
The ditch from Lacy's car- 
pet works to the Los Felis ranch 
has been cleaned recently. Mr. Shew- 
ard had told him that one portion of 
the ditch this side of the Los Felis 
is open to a cattle corral, and during 
the rainy season the ditch might be 
contaminated. Ata point near the 
gate leading to the Los Felis ranch he 
stopped at a cottage and found the 
water ina bad condition. A short dis- 
tance above he found a trail where 
cattle belonging to G. J. Griffith, he 
was told, cross daily and contaminate 
the water. One of the worst 


places on the ditch was at the Griffith

soned every time they take a drink of 
anything as strong as water. He asked 
the Board to give the committee a

The Mayor is strongly in favor of 
piping the ditch as soon as possible. 
— pat be piped at the expense of the 
Br. Kurtz moved that the Health 
Officer be instructed to notify Mr. 
Griffith and others that they are main- 
taining a nuisance and that they must 
remove their cattle from places where 
they are contaminating the water. 
And also to notify the water pompany 
that the ditch is in a filthy condition 
and that the water is unfit for domes- 
tic purposes; and that the Council be 
asked to take steps to have the ditch 
cleansed. The motion was carried. 

The Mayor offered the following, 
which was, adopted: 

Resolved, that the condition of the water 
supplied to the citizens by the Citizens’ 
Water Company is such as to demand ef the 
authorities of the city immediate attention, 
that permanent relief may be afforded in 
improving the quality furnished dy said 
company, and the Council is asked to take 
immediate steps, 

Mr. Wells thanked the Board for 
what was done at the meeting. He 
thought that a big step forward has 
been taken. 

On motion of Dr. Kurtz, the report 
of the Health Officer was received and 
approved. 

he Health Officer asked for instruc- 
tions regarding the keeping of live chick- 
ens at restaurants and hotels. He was 
told to arrest all persons who main 
tained a nuisance. 

Adjourned. 


POMONA. 


Big Frult Crops-—The Republican 
State Ticket. 

. Pomona, Aug. 21.—[Correspondence 
of Tue Times.) This has been 
another week of hard work for nearly 
every one in Pomona. Hard, steady, 
hot work. There was no occasion for 
any one to be idle who desired to have 
remunerative occupation. The hot 
weather caused the prunes to ripen 
and fall from the trees and it was 
necessary that they should be gathered 
immediately, be dipped in boiling 
water in which lye or potash had been 
dissolved, and after being washed 
clean in running water, spread out to 
dry. This work, added to the labor 
necessary to care for the peach, pear 
and nectarine crop, gave employment 
to everybody. 

In some orchards mem were wanted 
to work today and $2 per day was 
offered for those willing to work on 


Sunday. The sudden demand 
for extra help will be over 
by the last of the week. 


Some are now I the prune 
crop in this township at fifteen hun- 


twelve hundred tons is a conservative 
estimate. The average price paid is 
$40 per ton or $48,000. for the prune 
cro Some borticulturalists sold 
early in the season at #30 and $40 per 
ton; some sold the first of this month 
at $50 per ton. As bigh as $55 and even 
$60 pas been offered during the past 
week.

In answer to a question he stated 
that he found but one filter: These 
filters cost a large sum of money and 
that is probably the reason more have 
not been put in. 

The Health Officer then read the deed 
of G. J. Griffith to thecity granting the 
city the ditch and the water rights. 
As far as the Board of Health is con- 
cerned,’’ said Dr. MacGowan, think 
it is our duty to condemn it. It is not 
safe tor persons to live within 100 


yards of the ditch. The ditch should 


fencedin. The true remedy is to 
pipe the water all the way down, but 

o not know how that can be done. 
It is the duty of the Council to take 
the matter up. After examining the 
ditch as I have I shall feel it my duty 
to condemn the ditch. The cause for 
disease is there and when the first 
rain comes the ‘city feels it.“ 

Dr. Kurtz thought the Council should 
be asked to appoint a man to patrol the 
ditch and impound cattle and animals 
that are found on the line of the ditch. 
They should be compelled to fence cat- 
tle in. The city owns fifty feet of lana 
which was deeded to it by G. J. 
Griffith. 

Mayor Hazard explained that the 
strip of land was not deeded to the 
city, but the city was deeded a — 

tual right of way over a strip of fifty 


eet. 

Mr. Wells of the Citizens’ Committee 
stated that he and Mr. Sheward spent 
a whole day on the ditch trying to 
ascertain how immediate relief may 
be reached. @He believes that three 
miles of fence will be needed for the 
open portion of the ditch and the 
drainage water can be carried either 
over or under the ditch. This will not 
protect the ditch aguinst ducks and 
dogs, but their owners can be dealt 


with. 
Mr, Sheward stated he came to the 
meeting thoroughly prejudiced against 


Dr. MacGowan, but the doctor’s state- 
ment was so fair that he had changed 
his mind. As far as he has gone he 
states the truth about the ditch. But 
he does not go haif far enough.” And 
the speaker proceeded to show 
that hundreds of head of cattle and 
horses and ducks and geese are in 
the water daily and the ditch is lined 
with manure and filth. When he asked 
the people who live along the ditch 
ifthey drink the waterthey simply 
laughed at him. He gave a horrible 
description of the condition of the 
ditch. He found one place where a 
lot of Chinamen wash their filthy 
clothes in the ditch. The speaker 
thinks the ditch should be fenced, and 
then a committee should be appointed 
to kill the geese and ducks and China- 
men. If the people are compelled to 
put in private filters it will cost them 
$20,000. The people on the hills are 
frightfully abused by the Citizens’ 
Water Company. 

Dr. MacGowan stated that Mr. 
Crank bas promised to put in a pure 
system for the hills. 

Jesse Yarnell took the floor and 
stated that the citizens of the hills 
know that they are robbed every time 
they pay a water bill and they are poi- 
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as to size. 
9 going from forty to sixty prunes 
to the pound are separated trom the 
smaller ones. | 

The weather for the few days 
bas been very favorable for drying 
fruit, being clear and very hot. 

Real estate is improving somewhat, 
but I know of several very good bar- 
gains. The wonder is that they are 
not picked up, butit isa little too 
early for Eastern people tocome in and 
take the soft snaps right out from un- 
der our noses, but they will have all 
the bargains before the first of No- 
vember.

SANTA MONICA. 


A Season of Pleasure and Profit to 
Those Who Attended the 
Sessions~Some of the 
Special Features. 


One year ago, through the persever- 
ing and untiring efforts of Prof. Row- 
elland Dr. A. W. Plummer, & summer 
school was opened at Santa Monica.

lican convention. Against this may 
be placed, as more than a set-off, 
Markham’s great strength in Southern 
California. Pond is said to be strong 
in the counties. So is Markham, dnd 
the latter's remarkable power as a 
vote-winner will render him Still 
stronger before election day. 
As to the second place on the 
ticket, Del Valle is a Native Son; 80 
is Reddick; Del Valle, it is claimed, 
will draw a large Spanish vote; Red- 
dick will draw the more numerous 
vote of the foothill mining belt. So 
that it will be seen from a materialis- 
tic point of view, regarding the polit- 
ical fleld as a chess-board, the Repub- 
lican position is more than a good one. 
Turning from practical politics and 
looking at the principles involved, as 
set forth in the two platforms, we fitfd 
still less cause for jubilation on the 
part of the Democrats. The Demo- 
cratic platform contains alarge num- 
ber of planks, many of which 
are perfectly acceptable to any good 


Republican, or to any good American

These discharges became so frequent 
and were so clearly evidence of the 
settled purpose on the part of the com- 
pany to disrupt and destroy the organ- 
zation of Knights of Labor upon the 
Central system that the Executive 
Board of District Assembly No. 246, 
in which the Knights of Labor upon 
the system are enrolled, found it 
necessary to call a special meet- 
ing to consider the situation. In 
the meantime the General Execu- 
tive Board having been apprised 
of the condition of affairs, sent its 
member, J. J. Holland, to New York 
with instructions to use all possible ef- 
forts to bring about an amicable ad- 
justment of the difficulty.

the railroads were your own prop- 
erty; becaue if you take that 
view of it there is no need 
of our saying anythiug further.“ 

Webb hesitated and took refuge in 
silence. The public may have formed 
an erroneous impression of the posi- 
tion of the Knights in this contro- 
versy. We do not pretend to dictate 
to the company that it shall not dis- 
charge employés, but in all fairness 
the discharged man .should be told 
why he is dismissed. 

During the session of the last State 
Legislature the Knights of Labor of 
New York were active in the passing 
of the Weekly Pay Bill. The com- 
mittee of the Knights representing the 
employés of the New York Central 
were faced in the Legislature com- 
mittee room at Albany by the attor- 
neys of the railways and brow-beaten, 
questioned and terrorized. Some mem- 
bers of that committee, who were at 
the time employed by the New York 
Central, were discharged without 
cause, or rather without any given 
cause. There exists no doubt 
inthe mind of that committee that 
these men were singled out for endeav- 
oring to secure the passage of the 
above mentioned law. After thor- 
vughly investigating the causes which 
led to the strike,and after making 
every effortin their power to induce 
the company to arbitrate or submit to 
investigation by impartial men the 
questions at issue, namely, whether 
the men were discharged 
cause they were Knights of Labor and 
for the purpose of destroying their or- 
ganization, as they believe or maintain, 
or for just cause and proper reasons, 
as the officials of the compan allege, 
the General Executive Board have by 
a unanimous vote determined to stand 
by the men, who, whether their strike 
is opportune or not had no alterna- 
tiv» consistent with their manhood. 
I have no doubt but it is the determin- 
ation of the ete to destroy 
the organization of labor along the line 
of the New York Central unless the 
organization subserviently bends the 
knee to the will of the Vanderbilts.

A committee. reached 
Denver today from Eastern Arapahoe 
county, Colorado, sent by settlers of 
that district in quest of aid, which will 
no doubt be gorgeously furnished them, 
as Coloradoas a whole has been blessed 
with unusually good crops, so that 
Colorado will be amply provided to 
take care of those who have settled 
upon the plains in the eastern 
of the State, but Western angsas, 
which comprises a much larger area, 
and where not even vegetabies grew 
the past year, will no doubt have to 
call upon the East for assistance be- 
fore the winter blasts are over. Al- 
ready hundreds of families have come 
to Colorado from Western Kansas 
where they report that corn, wheat and 
oats that were planted in some of the 
driest soil still remain in the ground or 
have been eaten by birds.

New York’s Potter's Field. 

The Potter’s field was different from 
what I expected. It had nothing revolting 
about it, but was peacefal and even a

How the Peanut Grows. . 

The peanut vine is a plant similar to the 
sweet potato. The most remarkable feature 
is that when the flowerdalls the stalk sup- 
porting thesmall undeveloped fruit length- 
ens, and bending toward the ground pusbes 
the fruit into the ground, when it begins 
to enlarge and ripen. The peanut may be 
cultivated in northern gardens by those 
who wish to witness the strange habit of 

ushing the pod under the ground to ripen, 
ut the fruit will not come to perfecticn, 
as it requires a long, warm summer in 
which to develop. The peanut is planted 
in the early part of May in ground pre- 
red as for wheat or corn, the kernels be- 
placed about two feet apart. ‘The crop 
matures in the latter part of October, when 
it is gathered and put through a sweat for 
abouta month. The nuts are then per 
from the stems or main vine by hand and 
are sent to the various cleaning establish- 
ments to be cleaned and graded.—St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch 


An Historic Tree. 

The form most commonly taken by the 
tree myth is that some legislative act took 
place under the branches. The Parliament 
Oak is so called because King John in 
1212 is said to have assembled his barons 
beneath it and there debated with them 
the revolt of the Welsh. To make the 
still more impressive Edward I held a 
council in 1296 under the same tree for 
the same purpose. The Major Oak, be- 
lieved to be one of the oldest in England, 
is another about which traditions cling. 
And indeed the old tree has seen some 
history. King John, it is said, rested un- 
der it, Robin Hood slept beneath its shel- 
ter and the Crusaders from England camp- 
ed under it. It is 82 feet in circumference 
just above the roots. The branches spread 
out 240 feet across. Tho trunk has been 
hollow for an immemorial time, having a 
cavity of 7 feet in diameter and 10 feet 
high. But the old tree is still healthy and 
green.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

Drugs and Medical Dosing Unnecessary 
if Enough Sleep Is Taken. 
Drugs must go. Even the most conserva- 
tive people are coming to the conclusion 
that drugs do not cure. If one has not 
' fully given up the fallacy of dosing let him 
stop and consider what gives us health; 
surely it is not bad air and bad food, nor 
can it be any nauseous compound. What 
sound body could withstand the drugs 
, Siven to the poor sick creatures that fill 
our land? It would sicken a well person, 
then surely it would not reclaim the sick. 
' To get well one should have the most favor- 
able surroundings, perfect rest for body, 
mind and — keep quiet and take 
plenty of sleep, and stop eating for one, 
two or even three days, and you will be 
surprised to see how quickly kind nature 
will come to your relief. One may learn 
how rapidly repose cures by observing the 
simple movements of acat. When indis- 
posed from whatever cause you cannot 
tempt puss with the freshest new milk 
even; she finds a quiet, clean, warm place, 
curls herself up and gently sleeps it off. 

If we do not sleep well, we do not live 
well. People have many theories about 
sleep. Many who ought to know better 
advige a hearty meal before going to bed. 
We think the process of digestion should 
be well under way before retiring. Quiet, 
pleasant exercise, such as a slow walk or 
a rocking chair on the open porch, or bet- 
ter still an hour’s drive, conduces wonder- 
fully to refreshing sleep. Late suppers, 
especially of highly seasoned foods, are 
really dangerous experiments, and bring 
on a condition of unrest interspersed with 
horrid dreams and nightmare that is only 
one remove from apoplexy. 

Of course, if one is very hungry and not 
tired by overwork or muscular exertion, a 

moderately healthful meal and even a full 

meal may be digested and not materially 

interfere with sleep; but as a rule three to 
five hours should elapse between eating 
and sleeping. By observing this plan a 
restful, refreshing night is passed, and 
one gets up with a feeling of vigorous, re- 
cuperated strength, and a sharp, appre- 
ciative appetite for breakfast that gives 
strength and vitality of the best sort for 
the activities of the day. 

In this day of fast living and hurry of 
business our nerves give out. We go to 
the doctor for a remedy. He gives us 
stimulants; for if he gives anything it isa 
stimulant. ‘The nerves need strengthen- 
ing,“ hesays. Yes, we know that, and long 
for something soothing and restful; but 
when one looks over the storehouse of 
drugs he does not find anything that will 
give the desired effect. It is not there. 
There are remedies, however, that seem to 
serve the purpose, but the relief gained is 
at the expense of our vitality. 

If you will turn to kind nature and ob- 
serve her simplest laws, how quickly the 
tired nerves will be quieted. Absolute rest. 
How few understand in what that consists. 
If they keep quiet they think they must 
eat often, and thus they foil the very ob- 
ject they were seeking as a remedy. A 
tired stomach can never give strength to 
tired nerves; but give that organ long in- 
tervals of rest between-meals, give it time 
to relieve the overloaded veins and carry 
off the effete matter that has the 
system, and the terrible nervous fiying-to- 
pieces sensation we are in such dread of

The potato is one of the most important 
of cultivated plants, and in universal cul- 
tivation in temperate parts of the globe. 
It is a native of mountain districts of tropi- 
cal and sub-tropical Ameriea, probably 
from Chili to Mexico, but there is some 
question as to where it is really ingige- 
nous. Humboldt doubted if it had ever 
been found truly wild, but subsequent 
travelers of high scientific reputation ex- 
press themselves thoroughly satisfied. 
Maize and potatoes are the two greatest 
gifts which America has given tothe rest 
of the world. 

The potato has been cultivated in Amer- 
ica and its tubers used for food for a time 
long anterior to the discovery of America 
by Europeans. It seems to have been 
brought first to Europe by the Spaniards 
from the neighhorhood of Quito in the 
Sixth century. No more important 
event of this kind has ever taken place 
than the introduction of potato culture 
into Great Britain and other Europecn 
countries. It was long called “batatas”’ 
or sweet potato, which is thetuber or plant 
meant by English writers down to the mid- 
dle of the Seventeenth century. It appears 
to have been brought to “Ireland from Vir- 
ginia by Hawkins in 1565,” “and to Eng- 
land by Sir Francis Drake in 1623.”— 
Hall's Journal of Health. 


The Nose.

that neither of these functions can be per- 
formed by the mouth. However warm or 
cold the atmospheric temperature the air 
is brought almost, if not quite, to the tem- 
perature of the blood in passing through 
the nose alone, and even before reaching 
the pharynx, or cavity back of the nose; 
that however dry the external air may be

The owner talked 
of hydrophobia and said that the dog had 
not tasted water for two weeks. Had I 
been afraid I should no doubt have taken 
nervous fits and died. The verdict would 
have been hydrophobia. But I simply ap- 
plied a solution of salt and vinegar—a lit- 
tle more vinegar than salt—washed the 
wound with ‘it, tied a cleam rag around the 
thumb, keeping it saturated well with the 
solution, and moved the rag so that afresh 


remedy wads once applied to my wrist by a 
colored woman in the south for a snake 
bite. My arm was then black, hard and 
painful. The remedy acted like a charm. 
In two hours the discoloration had disap- 
peared, and with it the pain, and only the 
needle mark where the fang had entered 
was visible.—Cor.
